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A  GLANCE  AROUND. 

)E  feel  inspired  to  cast  a  glance  over  the  Indiana 
Normal.  Our  thoughts  go  first  to  Recitation 
Hall  and  the  activities  there  going  on.  The 
Program  Committee,  in  its  wisdom,  has  seen  fit 
to  throw  more  classes  on  the  teachers.  This  has 
resulted  in  smaller  classes  with  the  result  that 
the  students  have  more  individual  attention. 
The  pressure  on  the  students  seems  to  have  in- 
creased markedly,  this  year,  indicating  that  we  shall  have  few 
weak  students  to  present  to  the  board. 

Credit  for  the  better  work  done  is  due,  in  considerable  measure, 
to  the  Classification  Committee.  Mr.  Smith  is  chairman  of  this 
committee,  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Ackerman,  chairman  of  the 
senior  committee.  Miss  Weaver,  chairman  of  the  middler  commit- 
tee, and  Miss  Smith,  chairman  of  the  junior  committee. 

In  the  Girls'  Dormitory,  Miss  Leonard  reigns.  There  is  a  story 
that  some  men  were  once  praising  their  king.  One  of  them  sat 
silent,  giving  no  indication  of  approval.  On  being  asked  why 
he  had  nothing  to  say,  he  replied:  "It  is  not  for  such  a  one  as  I 
to  blame  or  praise  the  king."  We  sympathize  with  the  attitude  of 
this  man,  but  we  feel  a  call  to  speak.  The  position  of  an  executive 
is,  in  these  days,  an  exceedingly  difficult  one  to  fill  and  the  Indiana 
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Normal  is  to  be  congratulated  that  the  care  of  our  girls  remains 
in  such  capable  hands. 

Passing  through  the  buildings,  the  dining  hall  and  kitchen 
in  particular,  we  are  impressed  with  the  thought  that  a  master 
hand  is  in  charge  of  the  material  interests  of  the  students.  Our 
comfort  has  been  much  increased  by  the  change  of  head,  in  the 
case  of  the  steward.    A  strong  hand  is  at  the  helm. 

The  Boys'  Dormitory  is  running  as  quietly  as  of  yore.  In 
spite  of  a  constant  weeding  out  of  teachers  who  have  not  the  moral 
qualities  which  are  needed  to  lead  boys,  with  the  consequent  con- 
stant breaking  in  of  new  men,  the  work  is  being  well  done.  If  the 
thought  occurs  to  one  of  the  hall  teachers  that  any  one  else  of  the 
present  faculty  might  become  the  boys'  preceptor,  a  chill  runs 
down  his  spine. 


COVER  DESIGN. 

The  advanced  drawing  class  has  accomplished  two  things 
this^term  of  which  the  students  may  well  be  proud.  One  is  the 
cover  of  this  number  of  the  Herald,  designed  by  Mary  J.  Atkins. 
The  motif  is  the  holly  leaf  and  berry,  used  abstractly.  Several 
good  designs  were  submitted  but  the  one  chosen  was  best  in  the 
matter  of  execution. 

The  second  item  is  the  designing  of  several  stencils,  one  of 
which  will  be  applied  to  the  new  curtains  for  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  room.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

It  is  with  unspeakable  sadness  that  the  Herald  records  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth  Stewart  which  took  place  in  the 
Normal  School  at  3.30  o'clock  on  Friday  morning,  October  28,  1910. 

Mrs.  Stewart  was  the  mother  of  one  of  our  teachers.  Miss  Hope 
Stewart.  Her  only  other  child  is  Dr.  Wallace  B.  Stewart  of  Mones- 
sen.  It  was  while  visiting  at  the  house  of  the  latter  that  she  con- 
tracted the  illness  which  three  weeks  later  terminated  fatally. 

She  was  the  eldest  and  the  last  to  survive  of  the  seven  child- 
ren of  the  late  James  Clark  of  Indiana.  Honorable  Silas  M.  Clark 
of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  the  state,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Normal  School,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  president  of  its  Board 
of  Trustees,  was  her  brother. 

Mrs.  Stewart  was  a  woman  of  strong  and  cultivated  intellect 
and  possessed  of  that  public  spirit  which  marked  her  family.    She 
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was  a  charter  member  of  the  Woman's  Temperance  Union  in  In- 
diana, one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  Ladies'  Missionary  Soci- 
ety of  the  Indiana  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  charter  member  of 
one  of  the  leading  Literary  Clubs  of  western  Pennsylvania — The 
Ingleside.  In  all  of  these  societies  she  discharged  her  duties  with 
abihty  and  faithfulness.  She  was  an  earnest  student  of  the  Bible 
and  for  forty  years  an  admired  and  beloved  Sabbath  School  teacher. 
Her  known  love  for  the  great  books  of  the  world  and  her  fond- 
ness for  research  led  the  students  often  to  appeal  to  her  for  aid 
when  investigating  a  subject.  During  the  twenty-eight  years  in 
which  she  was  a  member  of  The  Ingleside  it  is  not  recalled  that 
she  ever  once  failed  to  be  ready  with  any  part  of  the  program  as- 
signed her. 

Ten  years  ago  when  it  was  proposed  that  she  make  her  home 
with  us  at  the  Normal,  fear  was  expressed  by  her  friends  that  she 
might  not  find  school  life  congenial  to  her.  But  no  one  could  have 
more  fully  enjoyed  the  life  and  stir  and  youth  about  her.  The 
revolving  years  had  brought  to  her  loss  and  grief  but  she  had 
learned  a  glad  patience  and  cheerfulness  in  the  school  of  Christ. 
Though  she  was  seventy-eight,  she  died  while  she  was  still  young 
and  making  felt  the  sweet  presence  of  a  spirit  that  was  never  to 
know  the  dimness  of  age. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  Saturday  night  at  the  home  of 
her  nephew,  Attorney  J.  Wood  Clark,  and  interment  was  made 
in  Oakland  Cemetery,  Sabbath  afternoon.  The  room  in  which 
she  lay,  the  parlor  of  the  old  homestead,  was  filled  with  beautiful 
flowers  amid  which  she  lay  in  the  silent  majesty  of  death. 

Farewell!  Dear  friend  and  sweet  counselor,  farewell!  School 
will  open  again  but  the  returning  sessions  will  bring  to  us  no  more 
thy  warm  greeting.  The  quiet  smile,  the  gentle  rebuke,  the  wise 
word,  the  helpful  hand  are  for  us  no  more.  The  Great  Teacher 
looked  upon  your  work,  pronounced  it  good,  and  called  you  higher.

ART  DEPARTMENT  NOTES. 

The  work  of  the  term  is  nearly  completed:  pencil  and  color 
work  from  flowers,  sprays,  seed-pods,  fruits,  and  vegetables;  some 
design;  artist  study;  landscape;  picture  composition;  elementary 
printing;  the  making  of  a  book;  designing  and  executing  its  cover; 
illuminating;  and  the  keeping,  throughout  the  term,  of  a  very 
neat  note  book.  This  note  book  contains  the  daily  lessons,  with 
hints  on  presenting  such  lessons  to  children  in  the  different  grades, 
the  steps  in  presentation,  cautions  to  be  observed,  as  well  as  hints, 
in  general,  concerning  the  work  and  its  relation  to  other  branches; 
care  of  school  materials  and  injurious  habits  of  children.

AN  EVENING  WITH  MR.  LEE  SMITH. 

The  regular  Sunday  evening  prayer  meeting  was  dispensed 
■with  November  the  sixth,  and  in  its  stead  all  were  privileged  to 
listen  to  an  interesting,  instructive,  and  helpful  talk  by  Mr.  Lee 
Smith  of  Pittsburg.  Mr.  Smith  has  travelled  extensively  and  his 
■  discussion  was  based  upon  Japan;  its  past  history,  its  present 
•character,  and  its  future  outlook. 

In  600  B.  C.  the  Japanese  formed  a  monarchial  system  of  gov- 
iernment,  the  head  of  which  was  the  Mikado,  who  was  directly  com- 
missioned of  God  to  rule  the  people.  That  form  of  government 
existed  from  that  time  to  the  twelfth  century,  when  it  was  over- 
thrown. The  next  seven  hundred  years  the  country  was  ruled  by 
the  Mikado,  the  ideal  and  secluded  monarch,  and  by  the  Shogun, 
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who  acted  as  actual  regent.     In  1872  the  Shogun  was  deposed  and 
the  present  form  of  government  was  established. 

In  all  its  history  Japan  has  held  herself  from  intercourse  with 
other  countries.  She  has  not  only  refused  to  allow  emigration  from 
her  own  borders,  but  she  has  closed  her  ports  to  all  immigrants. 
In  this  life  of  seclusion,  she  worshipped  Nature's  mountains  and 
streams  and  lived  with  one  purpose  in  view,  obedience  to  the  will 
of  the  Mikado.  Thus,  a  nation  was  developed  which  knew  true 
loyalty,  one  which  could  successfully  defeat  the  modem  country 
of  Russia. 

Since  the  opening  of  her  ports  to  commerce  and  trade  with 
other  countries,  she  has  become  their  peer,  and  to-day  millions  of 
dollars  are  being  expended  upon  the  education  of  her  young  men. 
Missionaries  are  not  only  teaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  but  are 
feeding  and  clothing  the  heathen,  and  founding  institutions  for 
the  advancement  of  civilization.  Japan  has  awakened  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  modern  civilization,  and  has  made  rapid  progress  since 
that  awakening.  Who  can  tell  what  the  future  holds  in  store 
for  her? 

Mr.  Smith  did  not  leave  us  in  Japan  but  made  us  feel  that 
each  one  of  us  should  have  a  purpose  in  life,  and  that  purpose,  tO' 
make  the  world  a  little  better,  a  little  brighter  for  those  around  us. 
"  It  isn't  the  thing  that  you  do,  dear, 
It's  the  thing  that  you  leave  undone. 
That  causes  a  bit  of  a  heart  ache. 
At  the  setting  of  the  sun."  May  Bennett. 


THE  Y.   W.   C.  A. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Indiana  has  never  been  in  a  more  flourish- 
ing condition  than  during  this  term.  There  have  been  181  new- 
names  added  to  the  list  of  members  which  makes  in  all  285.  Mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  are  taking  a  great  interst  in  the  work,  many  of 
them  acting  as  advisors  of  the  committees. 

A  new  committee  on  Extension  Work  has  been  organized. 
This  committee  began  active  work  by  sending  five  Thanksgiving 
baskets  to  worthy  families  in  Indiana. 

The  prayer  meetings  are  very  well  attended ;  we  are  especially 
glad  to  see  so  many  present  Thursday  evenings.  The  Association 
choir  furnishes  good  music  which  adds  to  the  Sabbath  services.

Two  delegates  were  sent  to  the  Territorial  Conference  which 
was  held  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  October  27-30.

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THE    LECTURE    OF    JOHN    KENDRICK    BANGS. 

One  can  often  pick  up  a  book  and  read  clever  jokes  and  witty 
sayings,  and  laugh  with  the  author  over  humorous  situations,  but 
one  seldom  hears  a  speaker  who  can  keep  his  audience  interested 
and  amused  from  the  moment  he  begins  his  talk  until  the  very 
last  word.     Real  humorists  on  the  lecture  platform  are  rare. 

Mr.  John  Kendrick  Bangs,  however,  came  up  to  the  expecta- 
tion of  his  audience,  for  no  sooner  had  he  been  introduced  than  the 
whole  roomful  ot  people  was  infected  with  his  genial  personality. 
His  subject  for  the  evening  was  "Salubrities  I  Have  Met,"  and  he 
showed  us  clearly  that  a  Celebrity  is  not  always  a  "Salubrity." 

Mr.  Bangs  has  met  and  conversed  with  most  of  our  best  lit- 
erary men  of  to-day  and  is  a  personal  friend  of  many  of  them. 
The  anecdotes  which  he  tells  about  them  are,  possibly,  more  in- 
teresting than  any  we  could  get  from  any  other  source,  for  they  are 
first  hand,  and  are  told  in  that  humorously  appreciative  manner 
of  which  he  is  a  master. 

Mr.  Bangs  is  a  true  humorist,  who  never  descends  to  coarse- 
ness or  satire.     His  fun  is  spontanous  and  from  the  heart,  and  he 
well  expresses  his  own  personality  in  the  little  fragment  which  he 
quoted  in  connection  with  men  whom  he  considered  real  "  Salubrities. 
"  For  really  great  men  after  all 
Live  not  upon  a  pedestal."

JOHN   LA   FAROE. 
1835-1910. 

One  of  the  greatest  of  our  new  world  artists,  who  died  recently, 
has  been  compared  by  a  writer  in  the  Neiv  York  Tribune  to  Leon- 
.ardo  da  Vinci  who  was,  in  genius  and  tradition,  the  spirit  ot  Ren- 
aissance. 

A  few  facts  about  his  life  and  works  may  be  interesting.  La 
Farge  first  studied  drawing  with  his  grandfather,  Biasse,  a  minia- 
ture painter  and,  after  receiving  a  liberal  education,  went  aboard 
and  in  1856  entered  the  studio  of  Couture. 

In  1869  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  National  Academy  in 
this  country  and  in  1876  was  engaged  to  decorate  Trinity  Church, 
Boston.  Later  with  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  he  built  the  King  Sepul- 
chral Monument  at  Newport,  R.  I. 

In  1886  he  visited  Japan  and  the  South  Sea  Islands,  gaining 
some  fame  as  a  traveler  by  his  charming  sketches  of  these  places. 
He  was  awarded  the  medal  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1889  at  the 
Paris  Exposition  for  his  stained  glass  windows  and,   during  the 
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last  few  years  of  his  life,  has  contributed  many  valuable  articles 
on  art  to  leading  magazine. 

In  his  painting  he  was  influenced  as  to  color  and  technical 
points  by  William  Hunt.  His  subjects  are  varied:  portraits, 
landscapes,  and  religious  subjects.  His  technique  and  drawing 
are  good;  his  color,  varied  and  broad.  His  impulses  were  ever 
toward  the  beautiful  and,  unlike  Da  Vinci,  he  was  often  able  to 
make  his  ideals  tangible  in  glass  and  mural  decoration.

The  turkey,  fruit,  pies,  cake  and  even  the  dishes  were  made  from 
plasticine  by  the  children  during  the  term.  At  the  table  sat  WilHam 
Brewster,  Miles  Standish,  Massasoit,  and  one  of  his  braves  and 
two  Puritan  maidens. 

The  story  of  the  Pilgrims  was  introduced  by  the  first  grade 
children.  They  told  the  other  classes  the  story  which  the  sand- 
table  represented.  The  second  grade  children  then  took  up  the 
story  and  told  why  the  Pilgrims  left  England  and  related  the  events 
of  the  voyage  and  the  account  of  their  First  Thanksgiving  day. 

After  the  story  was  completed  the  children  sang  their  Thanks- 
giving songs  with  great  spirit  and  they  were  then  dismissed  for 
their  Thanksgiving  vacation.

ELIZABETH    COWLEY    has    redeemed    her 
promise  of  writing  us  of  her  studies  and  travels 

D^jT     in  Europe  for  the  summers  of  1909  and   1910, 
(^     but    only    partially,    for   as    we    feared,    she    is 
^^'     too  modest  to  speak  as  fully  as  she  should  of  her 
work  and  her  honors. 

"  I  fear  that  you  will  be  sorry  that  you  asked 
me  about  my  summers  in  Europe,"  she  says. 
"  It  seems  that  I  never  know  when  to  stop  after  I  have  started  on 
that  topic.  However,  a  letter  has  this  advantage  over  conversa- 
tion,— you  can  leave  it  when  it  becomes  tiresome  and  yet  no  one's 
feelings  are  injured. 

"My  primary  object  in  going  to  Europe  was  to  study.  It  has 
always  seemed  to  me  that  a  teacher  must  keep  studying  far  beyond 
what  she  teaches,  if  she  wishes  to  avoid  dying  mentally  before  she 
dies  physically.  As  the  semesters  of  the  German  universities 
overlap  those  in  America,  I  was  able  to  hear  the  lectures  in  the 
second  half  of  the  semester  by  having  special  permission  to  leave 
Vassar  College  before  commencement.  In  1909,  I  went  to  the 
quaint  old  town  of  Gottingen — which  Heine  says  is  renowned  for 
its  '..Mettwurst"  and  its  University.  The  lectures  were  excellent. 
This  university  is  famous  for  its  mathematics.  It  was  a  great 
pleasure  to  meet  the  great  Prof.  Dr.  F.  Klein,  whom  I  had  known 
so  long  through  his  writings.  I  was  delighted  to  be  invited  to  attend 
the   meetings   of   the    '  Mathematische    Gesellschaft'.      I    was   not 
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certain  whether  a  woman  would  be  admitted.  But  Prof.  Klein 
invited  me.  As  I  had  letters  of  introduction  and  as  I  tried  to  follow 
the  customs  of  the  place,  I  had  an  exceedingly  pleasant  time  so- 
cially, too.     The  people  were  charming  in  their  homes. 

"I  was  much  interested  in  the  students,  also,  who  come  from 
all  parts  of  the  world.  My  best  friends  were  a  Scotch  v/oman,  a 
graduate  of  Newnham  College  in  England;  a  German  teacher; 
and  two  Russian  women.  One  of  the  Russians  is  a  teacher  in  the 
college  for  women  in  Moscow. 

"After  the  lectures  were  finished,  I  v/ent  to  the  Harz  Moun- 
tains to  attend  a  Conference  of  the  Student  Christian  Association, 
Then  I  went  to  the  quaint  old  town  of  Goslar  and  Hildesheim  with 
a  Dutch  acquaintance — a  woman  who  is  studying  medicine  at 
Utrecht.  Then  we  visited  Hanover  and  Cassel  and  Marburg  and 
took  a  steamer  down  the  Rhine.  After  a  trip  down  the  little  fre- 
quented but  exquisitely  beautiful  Mosel  valley  to  the  Roman  town 
of  Frier,  we  visited  Cologne,  Brussels,  Paris,  and  Antwerp.  We 
paid  special  attention,  of  course,  to  the  art  galleries. 

"In  1910,  I  took  the  Mediterranean  route,  pausing  at  Gibral- 
tar and  Naples  on  the  way  to  Genoa.  Then  we  went  to  Munich, 
going  past  the  beautiful  Italian  lakes  and  through  the  St.  Gothard 
tunnel  to  Zurich  and  then  east  past  Lake  Constance  to  the  Ba- 
varian capital.  There  I  attended  lectures  at  the  University.  These 
were  not  so  good  as  those  I  heard  in  Gottingen  in  the  previous  sum- 
mer. There  was  less  opportunity  in  the  large  city  for  a  stranger 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  social  life.  However  I  joined  the 
'Union'  of  the  women  students  and  found  many  pleasant  acquain- 
tances with  whom  I  made  many  a  delightful  walking  trip  in  the 
surrounding  country.  Munich  is  a  wonderful  city.  There  are  fine 
art  galleries  and  museums  and  palaces  and  there  are  many  oppor- 
tunities to  hear  good  music. 

"After  leaving  Munich  I  visited  those  quaint  old  towns  of 
Numburg  and  Rothenburg.  Then  we  travelled  south  to  Oberam- 
mergau  and  saw  the  Passion  Play.  After  that  I  wandered  around 
in  a  leisurely  fashion,  visiting  the  palaces  of  the  '  mad '  king.  Later 
we  spent  many  days  living  in  the  quaint  inns  of  the  Bavarian  high- 
land and  of  the  Tyrol.  We  revelled  in  the  beauty  and  the  grandeur 
of  the  landscapes.  These  wanderings  extended  to  the  glorious  Do- 
lomites and  that  beautiful  region  which  stretches  from  Toblach  to 
Bad  Gaslem  and  then  on  through  the  Selzthal. 

"  At  Linz  we  took  a  boat  on  the  Danube  for  Vienna.  Then  our 
'  Sommerfrische '  came  to  an  end.  We  saw  as  much  as  we  could 
intelligently  see  in  Vienna,  Dresden,  and  Berlin.  Later  we  sailed 
from  Hamburg.    Of  course,  the  art  galleries  then  occupied  the  best 
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part  of  every  day.  It  is  necessary  to  spend  many  weeks  (one  could 
■easily  spend  years)  in  the  large  cities  in  order  to  see  the  art  galler- 
ies and  the  museums  and  to  hear  music.  But  one  gains  very  little 
idea  of  the  quaint  customs  that  always  interest  people  of  a  newer 
Jand.  The  large  cities  the  world  over  are  more  or  less  cosmopolitan 
.and  are  becoming  more  so  each  year  as  means  of  communication 
become  easier  and  more  rapid.  It  is  in  the  country  and  in  the 
smaller,  old  cities  that  one  sees  what  remains  of  the  quaint  life 
and  customs  and  costumes. 

"  We  happened  to  be  in  Berlin  at  the  time  of  the  autumn  pa- 
rade and,  of  course,  went  to  see  it.  These  gorgeous  military  re- 
views are  given  twice  a  year  in  an  enormous  field,  before  the  Kai- 
ser and  other  members  of  the  royal  family.  There  are,  naturally, 
many  spectators  on  the  grand  stands,  also.  This  parade  was  the 
one  quaint  and  mediaeval  thing  which  I  saw  in  Berlin  (outside  of 
the  museums).  There  were  thousands  of  well  disciplined  infantry 
marching  proudly  by  with  their  absurd  '  goose-step '  and  there 
were  also  thousands  of  cavalry  with  their  gaudily  dressed  band- 
leaders and  their  myriads  of  banners  whose  flutterings  seemed  to 
keep  time  to  the  music  and  the  step  of  the  horses.  All  these  pic- 
turesque pageants  seemed  too  mediaeval  for  the  very  modern  and 
strenuous  city  of  Berlin.  If  one  stops  to  reflect  on  the  taxes  that 
must  be  borne  by  the  people  in  order  to  pay  for  all  the  armies  and 
navies  of  Europe,  one  is  more  strongly  than  ever  in  favor  of  the 
international  court  which  the  Hague  conference  members  hope  to 
iSee  substituted  for  war."

•on  Wednesday  evening.  Interment  was  made  at  Connellsville  on 
the  morning  following. 

Helen  C.  Wilson,  '92,  wrote  us  on  her  way  to  New  Orleans  for 
which  she  sailed,  October  15.  We  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  from 
her  letter:  "We  have  sailed  four  days  from  New  York  under  the 
clearest  skies,  on  the[smoothest  sea.

But  like  all  unpleasant  things,  it  is  over 
and  we  have  had  skies  so  glorious — all  the  blue  and  gold  and  pur- 
ple lights  ever  painted  in  song  or  story  have  been  with  us  since 
Tuesday.  No  sunset  of  Turner's  was  ever  so  beautiful.  When  I 
see  things  like  that  I  always  think  of  the  friends  I  love  most  and 
wish  they  were  with  me  to  enjoy  it,  too.  I  used  to  think  no  sea 
and  sky  could  be  more  glorious  than  the  one  along  our  northern 
shores  but  the  gulf  can  do  better.  The  air  is  delightful — no  wraps, 
no  rugs  after  we  were  twenty-four  hours  out  of  New  York.  I  shall 
enjoy  New  Orleans  after  Quebec,  if  only  for  the  sake  of  comparison." 

Annette  Neel  Shaw,  '97.  was  married  to  Mr.  Walter  Lov/rie

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jACH  year  the  success  or  failure  of  the  football  sea- 
son is  determined  by  the  result  of  the  Kiski 
E/W  game — if  Indiana  wins,  the  season  is  an  artistic 
^J  success,  even  though  all  the  other  games  may 
\\^  have  been  lost;  but  if  our  foes  carry  off  this  cli- 
max to  each  season's  play,  we  forget  the  other 
strong  teams  our  boys  may  have  conquered,  and 
consider  that  we  had  a  poor  team.  According  to 
this  standard,  the  football  season  of  1910  will  go  down  in  Normal 
history  as  one  of  the  most  artistic  and  successful  seasons  an  Indiana 
team  has  ever  enjoyed,  and  November  21st  will  be  a  red  letter  day 
in  our  football  annals.  On  that  day  our  boj^s  assailed  the  Kiski 
stronghold,  fought  the  Kiski  warriors  on  their  own  battlefield,  and 
brought  home  a  Kiski  scalp,  taken  from  the  strongest  Kiski  team 
that  was  ever  gotten  together.    The  score  was  7  to  0. 

But  to  go  back  to  the  beginning.  Our  new  coach  was  Louis  O. 
Kirberger,  who  captained  the  Washington  and  Jefferson  College 
football  team  in  1909.  He  found  a  goodly  number  of  aspirants 
waiting  for  him  on  the  athletic  field  the  first  day  he  called  for  can- 
didates. Among  these  men  there  were  but  five  men  from  the 
1909  team — Captain  Ruffner,  Douglas,  Little,  Blair  and  Hosack. 
There  were  also  seven  members  of  last  year's  second  team  out — 
Shields,  Hudson,  Crane,  Braum,  McCreight,  Davis  and  Diaz,  while 
of  the  new  men  Cannon  and  Mc Williams  soon  showed  that  they 
had  the  right  kind  of  stuff. 

In  the  initial  practice  game  of  the  season — the  one  with  Ta- 
rentum  Independents — the  Normal  team  lined  up  with  Cannon  at 
centre.  Shields  and  Hudson  at  guards,  Ruffner  and  Blair  at  tackles, 
Little  and  McWilliams  at  ends,  and  this  line  remained  practically 
unchanged  throughout  the  season.  In  the  backfield  Hosack  called 
the  signals  at  quarter,  Douglas  and  Crane  were  at  halves,  and 
McCreight  at  full.     Normal  won  this  game  by  a  score  of  43-0. 

The  next  game  was  with  the  Mt.  Union  College  team,  and  was 
played  on  the  latter's  grounds  at  AUiance,  Ohio.  Normal's  line-up 
was  practically  the  same  as  in  the  first  game.  The  game  was  hard 
fought,  but  weight  and  Dame  Fortune  were  both  on  the  side  of 
the  Ohio  boys,  and  the  final  score  was  5-0  in  their  favor. 

About  this  time  a  new  man  came  out  for  the  team.  His  name 
was  McCarter,  and  he  was  late  in  entering  school.  He  soon  demon- 
strated that  he  was  as  good  as  the  best  of  them,  and  in  the  game  at 
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Bellefonte,  with  the  Academy  team  of  that  place,  he  played  half- 
back until  early  in  the  second  quarter,  when  his  shoulder  was 
thrown  out  of  joint,  and  he  was  forced  to  the  side-lines.  In  this 
game  Normal  was  in  a  badly  crippled  condition,  the  most  impor- 
tant injury  being  that  of  Douglas,  who  could  not  get  into  the 
game  at  all  because  of  a  lame  ankle.  The  score  was  15-5,  in  favor 
of  Bellefonte.  Incidentally,  these  were  the  last  points  made  against 
Indiana  during  the  year. 

After  defeating  the  Du  Bois  High  School  team  by  a  score  of 
6-0  Normal  lined  up  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  two 
schools,  with  the  strong  Conway  Hall  team,  from  Carlisle.  This 
team  played  on  about  even  terms  with  such  teams  as  Mercersburg 
Academy,  to  whom  they  lost  6-3,  and  Hill  School,  of  Philadelphia, 
two  of  the  strongest  secondary  school  teams  in  the  United  States. 
They  expected  to  have  an  easy  time  with  Indiana,  and  were  count- 
ing it  as  one  of  their  "sure-thing"  games.  However,  "Whitey" 
Smith,  last  year's  Indiana  captain,  and  probably  the  best  all  round 
player  who  ever  wore  the  Red  and  Slate,  had  returned  to  school 
several  days  before  this  game  and  Castamda,  the  star  track  man, 
had  come  out  for  the  team.  The  teams  struggled  along  on  even 
terms — neither  side  scoring — until  the  third  quarter,  when  "Whitey' 
got  away  for  one  of  his  famous  runs.  Conway  Hall  had  kicked  to 
"Whitey"  on  Normal's  30  yard  line.  Side-stepping  this  one,  stiff- 
arming  that  one  and  out-guessing  the  other  one,  he  passed  oppo- 
nent after  opponent,  and  finally,  with  a  clear  field  before  him, 
easily  outsprinted  his  rivals  for  one  of  the  prettiest  80-yard  runs 
on  record,  and  for  the  only  score  of  the  game.    The  lineup  follows:

On  the  following  Saturday,  November  5th,  the  Bellefonte 
Academy  team  came  to  Indiana  for  a  return  game.  Owing  to  their 
previous  victory  they  were  full  of  confidence,  and  had  no  doubt 
of  their  ability  to  trim  the  Indiana  boys.  Although  McCarter  was 
still  out  of  the  game  with  his  dislocated  shoulder.  Normal  prob- 
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iibl}'  presented  in  this  game  the  strongest  lineup  they  had  yet 
shown.  Douglas,  back  at  his  old  position  at  right  half,  inspired 
the  team  with  confidence. 

In  the  first  quarter  Bellefonte  clearly  outplayed  Indiana,  the 
work  of  Dillon,  the  visitor's  star  player,  being  as  good  as  was  ever 
shown  here.  Running  behind  excellent  interference,  he  circled 
first  one  end  and  then  the  other  for  good  gains,  and  it  looked  as 
though  Bellefonte  would  score  a  touchdown  in  the  first  five  minutes 
of  play.  On  their  two-yard  line,  however.  Normal  took  a  big  brace, 
and  twice  threw  their  opponents  back  for  big  losses,  and  finally 
took  the  ball  from  them  on  downs.  Smith  punted  out  of  danger. 
The  quarter  ended  without  either  side  scoring. 

In  the  second  quarter,  honors  were  about  even.  The  fine 
work  of  Little  at  left  end  and  Douglas  at  right  half  was  the  undoing 
•of  Dillon's  end  running,  and  as  Normal's  line  held  like  a  stone  wall, 
the  playing  was  mostly  in  Bellefonte's  territory.  Neither  side  was 
able  to  score,  however. 

In  the  second  half — the  third  and  fourth  quarters — Normal 
■outplayed  their  opponents  in  every  department  of  the  game,  and 
but  for  poor  judgment  would  have  scored  at  least  two  touchdowns. 
Twice,  when  near  the  middle  of  the  field,  Normal  kicked  on  first 
down,  and  bucking  the  center  of  the  line  and  quarterback  runs 
were  resorted  to  frequently,  although  neither  proved  to  be  sub- 
stantial groundgainers.  Twice  Indiana  had  the  ball  within  their 
opponents'  ten-yard  line  but  could  not  get  it  over.  This,  however, 
resulted  finally  in  the  only  score  of  the  game,  for  Bellefonte,  in 
trying  to  punt  out  of  danger,  had  one  of  their  kicks  blocked.  Dil- 
lon recovered  the  ball  about  one  yard  from  his  own  goal  line,  at- 
tempted to  run,  was  nailed  by  Shields  and  thrown  back  over  his 
own  goal  line  for  a  safety,  making  the  score  2-0.  Near  the  end  of 
the  last  quarter,  however,  the  score  still  standing  at  2-0,  "  Whitey" 
received  a  punt  on  Normal's  35  yard  line,  and  took  the  ball  to  the 
centre  of  the  field  before  being  downed.  Then  brilliant  line  plunges 
by  Douglas,  Blair,  McCreight  and  "Whitey"  took  the  ball  to  the 
five  yard  line,  when  time  was  called  before  the  next  play  was  started. 

In  this  game,  every  Indiana  man  played  well,  but  the  work  of 

Little,  McCreight  and  "Whitey"  Smith  deserves  special  mention.

In  the  University  of  Pittsburg  Freshman  game,  November 
14th,  after  running  up  a  total  of  29  points  in  the  first  quarter,  the 
Indiana  boys  were  instructed  to  take  things  easy.  They  simply 
toyed  with  the  visitors,  the  final  score  being  44-0. 

After  this  game  was  over.  Coach  Kirberger  began  to  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  for  the  big  game  at  Kiski  the  following  Monday. 
Secret  practice  was  held  each  evening,  and  with- McCarter  back  in 
the  game  at  quarter  more  life  was  put  into  the  signal  practice.  Every 
man  was  in  the  pink  of  condition  when  the  last  practice  was  over 
Saturday  evening,  November  19th. 

November  21st  dawned  clear  and  cold,  and  gave  promise  of 
being  an  ideal  day  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  high  class  football  game. 
A  special  train  had  been  arranged  for  to  take  the  team  and  students 
who  desired  to  attend  the  game  to  Saltsburg.  The  train  pulled  out 
at  one  o'clock,  packed  from  end  to  end  with  Indiana  enthusiasts. 
The  Indiana  band  was  taken  along,  and  their  music,  mingled  with 
the  yells  of  the  rooters,  informed  the  people  along  the  route  that 
important  events  were  about  to  take  place. 

Arriving  on  Kiski  field  the  Normal  contingent  was  greeted  by 
the  largest  crowd  that  had  ever  witnessed  a  game  in  that  section. 
The  fame  of  both  teams  had  spread  throughout  western  Pennsyl- 
vania, as  the  Pittsburg  newspapers  had  been  generous  in  their 
advance  reports  of  the  importance  of  this  game.  Kiski  was  the 
acknowledged  scholastic  champion  team  of  the  western  half  of 
the  state,  and  no  school  team  had  even  been  able  to  cross  their 
goal  line. 

It  is  doubtful  if  ever  before  had  a  game  been  played  in  which 
both  sides  were  so  absolutely  confident  of  victory.  The  only  thing 
to  mar  the  enjoyment  of  the  sport  was  the  poor  condition  of  the 
field  itself,the  greater  portion  of  which  soon  became  a  sea  of  sticky 
miry,  muckey,  mud,  which  rendered  fast  playing  impossible. 

At  2.30  the  teams  lined  up  for  the  kickoff.  McCarter  was 
back  at  quarter  for  Normal,  and  Castaneda  at  right  end.  Indiana 
chose  to  receive  the  kickoff,  and  Shields  took  the  ball  on  Indiana's 
ten  yard  line,  and  advanced  the  ball  about  ten  yards  before  being 
downed.  With  a  strong  wind  at  their  backs.  Normal  elected  to 
kick  on  first  down.  The  line  failed  to  hold  however,  and  the  hearts 
©f  the  Indiana  adherents  sank  as  they  saw  the  kick  blocked.  Had 
Kiski  recovered  the  ball  a  touchdown  would  have  been  imminent. 
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McCreight,  however,  fell  on  the  ball,  and  it  was  thus  saved  to  Indi- 
ana. The  next  attempt  to  punt  was  more  successful,  Smith  punt- 
ing to  Scheren  at  the  middle  of  the  field.  During  this  quarter  the 
playing  was  fierce  on  both  sides,  and  Kiski  hopes  were  sent 
skyward  when  Douglas  was  ruled  out  of  the  game  for  rough 
work.  Neither  side  was  able  to  gain  consistently,  and  frequent 
punting  was  resorted  to.  Towards  the  end  of  this  quarter  Kiski 
got  near  enough  to  let  Gordon  try  for  a  field  goal,  but  his  effort 
was  a  weak  one,  and  just  as  the  quarter  was  ending  McCarter  also 
tried  a  drop  kick,  but  the  ball  fell  short  of  the  mark. 

Early  in  the  second  quarter  McCarter's  shoulder  was  again 
dislocated,  and  he  had  to  retire,  and  "Whitey"  Smith  was  also 
injured.  With  Smith,  McCarter  and  Douglas  all  out  it  looked  as 
though  Kiski  should  win  hands  down.  But  right  here  is  where  the 
real  strength  of  the  Normal  team  showed  itself.  It  has  been 
said  that  a  team  is  never  stronger  than  its  substitutes,  and  right 
royally  did  Indiana's  "subs"  do  their  work.  Crane  replaced  Mc- 
Carter at  quarter,  Little  took  Douglas'  place  at  half,  and  Rheam 
and  McWilHams  took  turns  at  playing  Little's  end.  After  a  few 
minutes  rest  "Whitey"  insisted  on  returning  to  the  fray,  and  then 
Normal  commenced  a  steady  but  sure  approach  to  the  Kiski  goal 
line.  Crane's  handling  of  the  team  was  admirable.  Smith's  punting 
was  excellent,  and  the  work  of  Castaneda  and  McWilliams  and 
Rheam  in  getting  down  under  the  former's  high  spirals  left  nothing 
to  be  desired.  Finally,  with  the  ball  in  Kiski's  possession  on  the 
latter's  20  yard  line  Gordon  dropped  back  to  kick  the  ball  out  of 
danger.  The  ball  was  passed  back  over  his  head  and  rolled  behind 
the  Kiski  goal  line.  Gordon  ran  back,  picked  it  up,  and  attempted 
to  run  with  it,  but  Cannon  nailed  him  before  he  had  reached  the 
line,  and  downed  him  for  a  safety.  In  the  third  quarter  a  blocked 
kick  rolled  behind  the  Kiski  goal  line,  and  Blair  fell  on  it  for  Nor- 
mal for  the  only  touchdown  of  the  game.  The  punt-out  was  missed, 
so  no  goal  was  attempted.  This  made  the  score  7-0  in  Normal's 
favor,  and  although  they  several  times  threatened  to  take  the  ball 
over  again,  Kiski  always  braced  at  the  fatal  moment,  and  the  score 
remained  unchanged  until  the  end.  Once  McCreight  got  away 
with  the  ball  for  an  80  yard  run  for  a  touchdown,  but  was  forced 
to  bring  the  ball  back,  because  of  some  infringement  of  the  rules 
on  the  part  of  a  Normal  tackier. 

Taylor,  the  Kiski  center,  was  injured  early  in  the  game,  and 
was  forced  to  retire,  while  Hockenschmidt,  the  Kiski  Captain,  was 
disqualified  for  dirty  work  during  the  third  quarter.  Scheren  played 
by  far  the  best  ball  for  Kiski. 

During  the  game  Kiski  made  but  one  first  down  by  rushing 
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the  ball  and  every  forward  pass  they  attempted — about  eight  or 
ten — was  caught  by  McCreight,  with  but  one  exception,  and  Cas- 
taneda  got  that  one.  Smith  outpunted  Gordon  by  about  twenty 
yards  on  every  exchange,  while  the  Kiski  ends  were  no  match 
for  their  Indiana  opponents.  On  a  dry  field  it  is  only  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  Normal  would  have  fulfilled  the  prediction  of  many 
experts  who  had  seen  both  teams  in  action  previously,  that  they 
would  score  at  least  four  touchdowns.     The  lineup  follows:
